Only mining, including 
quarrying and petroleum drilling, and construction 
have higher death rates. 
In general the death rate from farm accidents has 
followed national trends, decreasing steadily since the 
turn of the century. 
But where the fate on farms was once below' the 
national average, in recent years it has been higher. 
And the difference appears to be increasing. In 1961, 
when the national rate fell to an all-time low of 50.3 
deaths per 100,000 population, the farm average rose 
to 58.8. 
National Farm Safety Week, July 21-27, is an oppor­ 
tune time to examine the record to learn w’here farm 
safety falls down. 
National Safety Council statistics show' that motor 
vehicle, home, and public accidents—the three largest 
accident categories nationally — hit farm residents 
about as hard as the rest of the country. 
It is in w'ork safety that farming lags behind. Work 
accidents are second only to motor vehicle accidents 
among farm residents, comprising 31 per cent of the 
total. 
"Other industries have developed safety procedures 
th$t have made work accidents the smallest of all four 
categories—accounting for 15 per cent of the nation’s 
accident toll. These same procedures, put to work on 
the farm, can bring farm safety back into line with the 
national record. 
A farmer must be many kinds of a craftsman. He 
often is called on to be a carpenter, an electrician, a 
ipechanic. He uses fuels, chemicals, fertilizers, and 
many different kinds of machines. 
To work safely he must know and follow’ the safe 
practices developed in many different industries. 
In most industries, employees’ mistakes are noticed 
and corrected immediately. But much of farm work is 
(Jpne away from direct observation and supervision. 
Too often, an unsafe act, unseen and unrecognized, 
becomes a habit instead of being corrected promptly. 
These bad habits must be discovered and replaced with 
proper methods. 
• National Farm Safety Week is not a week in which 
tap be more careful, then to be forgotten until next 
jear. Instead it is a time to examine work habits, to 
Compare methods with those proved effective in other 
industries, and to seek out better and safer ways to 
do our jobs. 
Adcident prevention is a year-round job. An official 
"week” is simply a reminder that emphasizes the im­ 
portance of that job. 
Every w’eek should be Farm Safety Week.

National Assn. of Manufac 
turers’ New Chi*f Urges Labor 
Practice Wage R estraint to Help 
t ’r*ate New Jobs 


Recently the N.A.M. reorga­ 
nized its leadership structure. It 
appointed a perm anent presi - 
dent to replace the system of 
changing the top executive each 
year. I asked “ Gully” , as he is 
known to his colleagues, what 
the N.A.M. policy w’ould be to­ 
wards unions, governm ent, tax­ 
es and profits. Here is his defin­ 
itive statem ent of policies 
of 
the organization which speaks 
for 16,000 firm s:

Of M anufacturers 
NEW YORK — A lack of ade­ 
quate job opportunities is the 
one failing a free economic sys­ 
tem cannot tolerate. Therefore, 
the unemployment rate is the 
most significant economic sta­ 
tistic compiled by the govern - 
ment and has the most influence 
on the development of national 
policies. 
This is as it should be. but in 
developing policies to cope with 
unemployment we need to taire 
a good square look at the fac­ 
tors which help or hurt job cre­ 
ation. Only then do we have a 
yardstick by which to gauge the 
effectiveness of proposed pro - 
gram s. 
Jobs in the private sector of 
our economy, w'here most em­ 
ployment m ust originate, are 
created when the savings of in­ 
dividuals are invested to start 
new business ventures in the 
hope of earning a profit, or ad­ 
ditional capital is invested in the 
expansion of existing business­ 
es in the hope of increasing the 
profit. Thus m ost jobs depend 
on the initiative of individuals 
in business or who desire to en- 
♦er business. 
With this fact in mind, let's 
m easure some of the existing 
or proposed m easures to reduce 
unemployment against the yard­ 
stick of whether they encourage 
or discourage this initiative. 
Let’s take the shorter work 
week with no reduction in take- 
home pay. This would sharpiy 
increase the unit cost of produc­ 
ing goods and services and re­ 
duce or elim inate the possibility 
of profits unless 
prices 
were 
raised to absorb the added costs. 
With higher prices, fewTer goods 
and services wrould be sold and 
therefore fewer people could 
be employed in producing them. 
An arbitrary shortening of the 
work week would certainly not 
be encouraging to business in - 
itiative. 
Let’s take the idea of raising 
♦he minimum wage so those on 
the low’er end of the income 
scale can buy m ore goods and 
services and thus create more 
jobs by adding to dem and. Thi* 
has been anplied repeatedly, but 
the very people it is suposed 


to help are those in the unem- 
ploymnt categories which have 
been growing. Instead of in - 
creasing their purchasing pow­ 
er, it has robbed m any of them 
of opportunities to earn pur - 
chasing power because 
their 
ability to produce is too low to 
employ them at the legal m ini­ 
mum wage. 
It is now proposed that 
wa 
turn 
to make - w’ork porjects, 
aimed particularly at decreas­ 
ing unemployment among peop- 
ple between the ages of 16 and 
22. 
The "Youth Empdoyment 
Act of 1963" now before Con­ 
gress would set up a Youth Con­ 
servation Corps, with starting 
pay of $60 a month plus keep, 
and a "State and Community 
Youth Employment Program ” 
which would put young people 
to work on local public service 
projects at the prevailing rates 
of pay in the locality, with the 
federal government paying up 
to 75, per cent of tne cost. If it 
were not for the government . 
imposed restrictions on employ­ 
m ent, many of these young peo­ 
ple w'ouid be able to find jobs 
in 
which 
private 
employ e rs 
would be able to use their ser­ 
vices profitably, and at more 
than the equivalent of $60 a 
month and keep. 
Another proposed m easure to 
relieve unemploymtsit is 
the 
administration’s 
tax 
reduction 
program. This places em phasis 
on adding to the buying power 
of those now employed rather 
than on relieving as much as 
possible the present obstacles 
to job creation. A program such 
as the one proposed by Congress 
men 
Herlong 
of Florida and 
Baker of Tennessee wrould do 
much more to encourage indi­ 
vidual initiative and the accum ­ 
ulation and investment of the 
capital on which jobs depend, 
and it would have far less im­ 
pact on the budget and infla­ 
tionary potential, than the ad­ 
m inistration’s proposal. 
For a long time, NAM has ad­ 
vocated a three-point program 
to create more jobs. The three 
points are simple and in keep­ 
ing with the factors which m ake 
for 
economic 
growth. 
These 
are: Revision of the tax struc­ 
ture to remove obstacles to the 
accum ulation and investm ent of 
job-creating capital; restraint in 
wage dem ands so that greater 
productive 
efficiency 
can 
be 
translated into wider m arkets 
for our goods at home 
and 
abroad, and avoidance of actions 
by government which 
inhibit 
business initiative and 
expan­ 
sion. 
If governm ental policies, la­ 
bor union policiesl, and busj • 
ness policies are developed with 
these three objectives in mind, 
w'e can quickly overcome the un­ 
employment j r .blem and go on 
to m ore ana better jobs and 
higher living siauctards for ail 
of tiie American people. 


Sometime ago the magazine 
Com m estary said this: “W h e n 
Protonsil, the first sulfa drug, 
was introduced in the U. S. it 
was judged ineffective by an 
outstanding authority who also 
dism issed early English reports 
on penicillin as incredible. When 
he was offered penicillin for 
testing he poured It down the 
sink. The peliminary opinion, 
even of leaders in the field, is 
often far different from the final 
judgm ent of the medical profes­ 
sion as a whole. The only sound 
criterion of the ultim ate value of 
a new drug is the consensus of 
m edical opinion arrived at over 
a reasonable tim e and under 
the conditions of actual prac­ 
tice. If a government bureau is 
unduly swayed by ultraconser­ 
vative skepticism it can prevent 
this judgm ent - and thus post­ 
pone indefinitely vital contribu­ 
tions to the health of our na­ 
tion." 
Another point can be stressed 
here. A drug which m ay be bene­ 
ficial to one patient m ay fail 
with another - it is a m atter of 
whether one m an’s m eat m ay, 
sometim es, be another m an’s 
poison. Only the physician is 
com petent to decide what should 
and should not be adm inister­ 
ed in individual cases. Inflexible 
standards, applied indiscrimin­ 
ately to all, cannot be permitted.

Arteriosclerotic heart disease, 
including coronary disease, is 
responsible for m ore deaths in 
the United States than all other 
types of heart diseases com­ 
bined, according to statisticians. 
The disease varies in relative 
im portance in the m ajor seg­ 
ments of the population, 
the 
statisticians point out. Arteri­ 
osclerotic heart 
disease 
ac­ 
counts for almost four fifths of 
all heart disease deaths among 
white males, lor two thirds of 
those among white females, for 
slightly over half of those among 
non - white males and slightly 
less than half among non white 
females. 
The proportion of deaths as- 
scribed to this leading type of 
heart disease increases with 
advance in age, the rise being 
particularly rapid during early 
adult life. For example, among 
half of all heart disease deaths 
ai ages 25 - 34 are of the ar­ 
teriosclerotic type, the propor­ 
tion increasing to nearly 
80 
per cent at 35 - 44 years and to 
about 85 per cent in the 45 - 64 
age range, after w’hieh it de­ 
creases m oderately. This pat­ 
tern, holds true for other seg­ 
m ents of the population except 
non - white fem ales where the 
highest proportion is among the 
75 and over age group. 
Second in num erical impor­ 
tance is hypertensive heart dise 
ase. It causes only seven per­ 
cent of all heart fatalities among 
white m ales, and about twice 
that proportion among 
white 
females. It is of relatively much 
greater im portance among non­ 
white persons, accounting for a 
little more than one fifth of all 
heart diseases deaths among 
males and for alm ost one third 
among females. 
Although the m ortality from 
rheum atic heart disease 
wras 
much higher a generation ago. 
it still rank> as a m ajor cause 
of heart disease fatalities in 


childhood and early adult me. 
Most of the cardiac deaths 
among infants and young chil­ 
dren are of congenital origin. 
Congenital heart disease takes 
so large a death toll in infancy 
that the m ortality rate from 
heart disease as a w’hole under 
age Mia is higher than that for 
any other age group under age 
45 
“The current pattern of heart 
disease m ortality with respect 
to type does not appear likely 
to change m aterially in the near 
future," the statisticians con­ 
clude. 
"Unless there are m ajor ad­ 
vances in the prevention and 
treatm ent 
of 
arteriosclerotic 
heart disease, and more partic­ 
ularly coronary artery disease, 
this type will rem ain the domi­ 
nant item in the heart disease 
picture.”

To Our Health, Too! 


President D. W. Brosnan of 
the Southern Railway System, 
in a recent address before the 
New’ York Society of Security 
Analysts, declared 
his 
“ thor­ 
oughly justified optimism about 
the future of the entire railroad 
industry." adding that "there’s 
nothing wrong with the railroads 
that more traffic won’t cure." 
And he made it plain that they 
would get this traffic as soon 
as they could be freed from 
"stereotyped rate - setting for­ 
m ulae and other practices of 
the cuspidor age" which now 
prevent the roads from reduc­ 
ing prices to conform with the 
low costs that modern railroad­ 
ing technology has m ade pos­ 
sible. 
A case in point appeared in 
the news on the sam e day Mr. 
Brosnan was speaking. The first 
grain shipment, a million pounds 
of wheat, had just been deliver­ 
ed by the Southern from Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., to the million - 
bushel elevator at the new Sea­ 
board Allied flour mill at Chat­ 
tanooga 
In spite of its economical haul­ 
age in five of the Sou'hern’s 
new "Big John", lightweight 100 
ton hopper cars, the road w*as 
forced to charge conventional 
rail grain rates. Had it been 
allowed to employ the volume - 
shipment rates on which South­ 
ern has been seeking approval 
for more than a year, the m ill­ 
ing company w’ould have saved 
S2.474.77. Passed along to the 
baker and thence to the house­ 
wife, such savings W’ould soon 


show up in tne price of a loaf 
of bread. Savings on grain ship, 
m ents alone in 
the 
states 
served by Southern-and banned 
by the ICC for the past 
15 
months - have been estim ated 
at from $35 to $40 million a 
year! 
"The thin, anemic blood of 
inadequate traffic volum e," Mr. 
Brosnan told the Security Ana­ 
lysts, "is the chief cause of tha 
ills of the railroad industry. 
Health. . .will certainly not be 
restored by charging higher and 
higher rates on less and les* 
traffic.” 
Barge operators and unregul­ 
ated truckers (who can charga 
movements) are profiteering, ha 
charged, under the rail rata 
umbrella 
held over them by 
the ICC. "O ur grain rates were 
tailored to help cure this situa­ 
tion - to the profit of all con­ 
sum ers of m eat and bread, as 
well as Southern. The delay ia 
m aking these rates effective it 
not - definitely not - in tha 
public interest." 
Congress, he told his hearers, 
can restore true competition to 
passing legislation in the next 
session to perm it all common 
carriers to set m inim um ratea 
on agricultural and bulk com­ 
modities. 
As a consum er of m eat and 
bread, this seem s to us like a 
good idea.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON 
— 
Edward 
R. Morrow, 
whom the public 
used to hear or see nightly on 
radio and television, has been 
out of the public view for about 
two years. Reason: He took a 
cut from around $250,000 a year 
to around $20,000 a year to run 
the very im portant but thank­ 
less job of informing the world 
about U.S. operations through 
the Voice of America and the 
U.S Information Agency. 
The other day. Murrow took 
his first vacation, went up to 
his farm in Pawling, N.Y., to 
operate a bulldozer. 
"There is nothing that gives 
you such a false sense of pow­ 
er," he confided before he left, 
"as running a bulldozer." 
In Washington, Murrow does 
not have any false sense of pow­ 
er. Despite the power and glam­ 
or of his old television career, 
Murrow knows that today is he 
completely powerless before the 
appropriations 
committees 
of 
Congress. And this year he has 
run athw art the powerful prun- 
ers of the House, headed by no. 
1 Prun^r. likeable John Rooney 
of Brooklyn. 
When Murrow asked for $3.- 
OOO.OGOextra to tell the story of 
U.S. achievements to the world 
on television, he was made to 
feel about as powerless as an 
old stum p in front of his own 
bulldozer. 
It happens that a score or 
m ore of new countries in Afri­ 
ca and Asia, plus some older 
countries in Latin America, have 
built new TV stations and sud­ 
denly find themselves with no 
program s. They are desperate 
for films to fill the vacuum. 
Morrow wants to feed their hun­ 
gry program m anagers with the 
filmed story of U.S. accomplish­ 
ment. 
"We have a great story 
to

Homer B. Sewell, Extension 
Livestock Specialist, University 
of Missouri, gives the following 
tips for beef cattle owners. 
Hot weather may cut the pro­ 
fit on the cattle you arc feed-| 
ir.g th‘s summer unless you do 
aome things to help keep them! 
cool. Temperatures about 80 de­ 
gree* F. for a prolonged time 
tend to cause cattle to cat less 
and make slower and more cost­ 
ly gains. 
A shady spot is a big comfort 
to a steer on a hot day. Pro­ 
vide 50 to 60 square feet of 
shade per animal. Shade in the 
lot meant faster, more efficient 
gains and 84.35 more net return 
per animal in a Kansas sum­ 
mer feeding trial. The Universit 
of California has done extensive 
experimental work on ways to 
keep ''attic cooler in hot weath­ 
er. 
They 
found 
that 
some 
•hades are more effective than 
others. Natural shade from trees 
is the best. Artificial shades tor 
cattle should be 10 to 12 feet 
high and about 16 to 20 feet 
wide. The shade should run 
north and south in order for 
the sun to hit all of the loafing 
area some time during the day. 
and provide better sanitation. 
Hay was found to be the cooled 
covering for a cattle shade, fol­ 
lowed in order by aluminum and 
galvanized iron. 
Painting the 
metal roofs white on the top and 
black on the underneath side in­ 
creased their value. 


Good air movement through 
the pen is important for catne 
comfort at high temperatures. 
Cable and wire pens are more 
satisfactory than wooden pens 
in this respect. Summer feed- 
lots should be located so that 
buildings and windbreaks do not 


block the summer breezes. Sup- j 
piementing natural air move-J 
mint with fan3 has not proved! 
to be profitable in beef cattle 
experiment! where ample shade 
was supplied in -wire or cable 
corrals. 
Radiation of heat from objects 
should be considered in locating 
cattle pens for summer feeding.! 
Things that decrease air eircula-' 
tion tend to increase heat radia*! 
tion. The pens should be kept 
away from large buildings. How 
ever, the presence of nearby 
growing crops has a cooling ef­ 
fect. 
Cooling beef cattle with sprays i 
has not been very satisfactory. 
Coarse sprays have been some­ 
what better than mists. Tn the 
California work, the cattle has! 
to be soaked to the skin with 
a hose to get results from wet-j 
ting. The sanitation hazard of 
wet floors might more than 
Offset any cooling advantage, 
from the spray. 
A cool drink is a big help to 
a steer in beating the heat.' 
Keeping th drinking water at 70 
degrees F. or less is ideal. See' 
'hat water pipes are kept under­ 
ground and that the water tank, 
is in the shade. A shade over 
the tank will keep the tempera­ 
ture tw’o or three degrees low­ 
er than when in direct sunlight. 
, This should run east and west I 
then it will shade the tank most 
of the day. Too large a shade 
may encourage “boss’ rattle 
to loaf at the tank and keep I 
other animals away from the wai­ 
ter . 
Try to avoid loading or work- 
ing with animals during the heat 
of the day. 
The 
ration 
should 
receive 
some hot weather attention, too.' 
Ratiom that are high in rough­ 
age or fiber will increase the 
heat that must be dissipated by 
the animal. Experimental work 
has indicated that the vitamin 
A requirements of beef cattle 
arc higher in hot weather. Ra­ 
tion that are low in good - qua­ 
lity green feed should be gup- 
plemented with enough Vitamtn 
A to provide 20,000 to 25.000 I.U. 
of the vitamin per head daily.
